“t now desire {o state that the 
State Department has renewed its 
advice, which, is Intended to apply 
particularly to women and children 
and non-essential men. This advice 
is n further necessary precautionary 
measure and Js given in the’ Inter- 
est of both the safety and conven!- 
ence of American nationals and In 
the interest of national security. _ 

“The Department does not conjem- 
plate sending a special vessel or 
vessels to assist jn the withdrawal, 
It is expected that American

“This Consulate-Gencral, pursuant 
to the above advice, desires agaln 
urgently to invite the intentlon of 
American citizens'of the above cate- 
gories to the desirability’ of+ with- 
drawing to America.” :

U.S. Adopts Realistic 
‘Policy Towards Japan
